 ROGATION DAYS 


The practice of Rogations, or processional 
litanies of penitential supplication, on tha 
three days before Ascension Day, took its 
rise in Gaul in the fifth century. Processions 
about the boundaries of the parish, with pray- 
ers for the success of the harvest, were med- 
jaeval practices on these days, in some places 
still maintained. The American Church has 
made special provision for the observance of 
these days. Prayer Book pp. 175-175. 


ASCENSION DAY 


Ascension Day is one of the greater festi- 
vals of the Church (of equal importance with 
Christmas Day or Easter Day), commemorat- 
ing the ascension of our Blessed Lord. Pray- 
ev Book pp. 177-178. 


WHITSUNDAY 


Whitsunday commemorates the day when 
God the Holy Ghost descended upon the 
Church, and by the outpouring of the Spirit 
the Church passed out from its Jewish or nat- 
ional phase, and became Catholic or Univer- 
sal, and so the day is called the Birthday of 
the Church. Prayer Book pp. 180-181. 


EMBER DAYS 


Wednesday, Friday and Saturday, May 23, 
25 and 26, are Ember Days when we pray for 
the clergy of the Church, and especialiy for 
those preparing for Ordination on Trinity 
Sunday. Prayer Book pp. 260-261. 


TRINITY SUNDAY 


As is well known, this Sunday was original- 
ly only the octave of Whitsunday, as the gos- 
pel for the day still reminds us. In the med- 
iaeva] church of the West it became the Feast 
of the Trinity, one tradition ascribing to 
Thomas a’ Becket this observance in England. 
The Eastern Church which established the 
doctrine has never instituted the feast. The 
English Church alone has a Trinity season, 
for Rome, like the East, has Sundays “after 
Pentecost.” Prayer Book pp. 186-188.

St. Stephen, called the Proto-Martyr, be- 
cause he was the first who witnessed unto 
death for the Faith of Christ, being killed by 
stoning very soon after our Lord's Ascension.

(Pray- 
er Book p. 99). 


ST. JOHN, THE EVANGELIST 
St. John “the disciple whom Jesus loved” 
outlived all the Apostles, and was probably 
the only one who did not attain to the crown 
of martyrdom. Yet St. John was a martyr 
in will but not in deed. (Prayer Book p. 
101): 


THE HOLY INNOCENTS 
This day deals with martyrs in deed but 
not in will. There will be a celebration of the 
Holy Communion at 10 o'clock. (Prayer 
Book p. 102).

THE DEFICIT 
It is gratifying to know at this time that 
the appeal for special contributions to meet 
deficits has been favorably responded to by 
145 of our parishioners. The pledges to this 
cause amount to $1916.50. Of this number, 
five have pledged $100 each, leaving 140 con- 


tributing on the suggested plan of an average 
basis of $1.00 per month for 10 months. Itis 
our hope that many others will, in the near 
future, find themselves able to respond fav- 
orably. We are far from the hoped for 
equivalent of 500 pledges. We earnestly trust 
that we will not be disappointed in this feel- 
ing of security. Any sum large or small will 
be welcome and appreciated. $3,411.38 has 
been lopped off the budget for 1935. Further 
reductions are having careful consideration. 
The sum of $1,000 has been received from the 
Committee in charge of the Bazaar. The 
thanks and appreciation of the Vestry are ex- 
tended to all who were instrumental in bring- 
ing about this result. 


CHILDREN’S CHRISTMAS SERVICE 


A large congregation was present at the 
Church School Service and Pageant on the 
Sunday evening before Christmas Day. The 
Rector wants to express his warm apprecia- 
tion to all those who, in any way, took part 
in this lovely and reverent presentation. He 
was proud of everyone ! 


242 toys were collected from the children of 
the Church School at the White Gifts Christ- 
mas. These toys were given to the Robert 
Woods Home for Colored Children and the 
House of St. Michael and All Angels for 
Crippled Children. In addition 14 articles of 
canned goods were given to the House of St. 
Michael and All Angels. 

12 baskets were donated by the Young Peo- 
ple and Adult classes of the Church School. 
These baskets were given to needy families in 
the Parish. 

At the Christmas Pageant Service the offer- 
ing amounted to $38. This will be sent to 
the Rey. Joseph Mason of Epiphany Mission, 
Honolulu, who was the author of the Pageant. 


THE CHURCH SCHOOL 

The issuing of Church School envelopes to 
the children has been a successful education- 
al project during the past year. Thruugh the 
use of these envelopes, the children are learn- 
ing to give systematically to the Parish and 
the building of Christ’s Kingdom through 
missions. During 1935 this Church School 
project will be a part of our curriculum and 
it is hoped that every child will present an 
envelope for every Sunday in the year. 

A meeting of the Church School Teachers 
will be held on Friday, January 4th, at 8 
P. M. All teachers are urged to be present 
at this, meeting so that they can be informed 
in regard to the Church School program for 
the balance of the Church School year. 

On Friday, February ist, the Church School 
will endeavor to hold a Parent-Teachers’ 
Meeting. The purpose of this meeting is to 
acquaint the parents with our Church School 
work in order that they may co-operate with 
our efforts to give their children a Christian 
education, This conference will be based 
upon the theme : “The Parent-Teacher Rela- 


tionship.” The topic will be considered from 
two angles, (1) what parents have the right 
to expect of teachers, and (2) what teachers 
have the right to expect of parents. Together 
with the parents and teachers, all young peo- 
ple and adults are cordially invited to attend 
this conference. 


MITE BOXES 

One of the spectacular features of the 
recent General Convention at Atlantie City 
was the announcement that the Children’s 
Offerings during the past Triennium amount- 
ed to $922,000. This amount surpassed the 
gifts of the men and women. The children 
constitute the largest givers in the Church. 
Through the Mite Boxes the children make 
their great contribution to the work of the 
Church. 

It is hoped that St. Mark’s Church School 
will give $300 this year in the Mite Boxes. 
This means a doubling of our efforts, because 
last year we barely reached half that amount. 
In order to increase our offerings this year 
the Mite Boxes will be distributed on the 
First Sunday after Epiphany (January 13th). 
This added time will give the Church School 
classes and individuals an opportunity to plan 
special projects for their Mite Box Offering. 

The Mite Box is another act of giving. 
Since giving is a Christian characteristic, all 
should give freely and happily. The greater 
the sacrifice, the greater will be the joy in 
giving.

When a child has been 
baptized a gold cross will appear after his 
name. These Little Helpers include children 
between birth and four years of age. At 
four a child is given a Certificate of Promo- 
tion to the Kindergarten Department of the 
Church School.

GOD IN MAN 

When Jesus Christ died upon the cross, no 
one, not even his apostles knew that he was 
the incarnate Son of God. Even after He had 
risen from the dead, no one at first clearly 
understood. The whole idea of an Incarna- 
tion - God manifesting Himself in the flesh 
—is so stupendous that it could not quickly 
be grasped, even by those who were closest to 
Jesus Christ during His life. How could they 
have been expected to accept such an inter- 
pretation of His life? Had they guessed it, 
how could they have maintained their fellow- 
ship with Him? That intimacy of compan- 
ionship was necessary, if they were to absorb 
His teaching and be molded to His purpose. 
Suppose they had, from the start, known 
fully who He was, their relations with Him 
would have lost the freedom of friendly in- 
tercourse. Even when they had reached a 
point in their intercourse where they had 
practically put him in the place of God in 
their hearts, they were not conscious of what 
their attitude toward Him meant. Only as 
instinctive worship passed into reasoned De- 
lief did their faith find clear expression.

THE KEEPING OF LENT 


As å time for the strengthening of the will, 


that it may be enabled to accept self-disci- 


pline and self-denial, Lent has å value which 


one need not be a Christian to understand. 


It comes with a warning against all uses of 


religion as comfortable feeling or pleasant 
but unexacting culture of the soul. It has 
the arousing and bracing qualities of a keen 
wind. It challenges that softness of spirit 
and inability to stand up to the harsh and 
bitter things of life which are responsible for 
much moral weakness and religious lapse. A 
Christian who expects that everything will go 
smoothly with him and that God may be 
trusted to keep him on the sunny side of life 
is assuming, even though unconsciously, that 
his own desires provide the right standard 
for God's action. Such an assumption is full 
of peril; for our desires, however reasonable 
they may appear to ourselves, give no secur- 
ity that God will mould the events and cir- 
cumstances of our lives to suit them. 
—London Times.

WHO IS A COMMUNICANT?? 

A communicant is a confirmed member of the Episcopal 
Church who is in "good standing." Good standing requires 
both giving to and attending one's own church. If one at- 
tends one church and is a member of another church there 
is a danger that his standing will be questioned in both 
churches. It is advisable to transfer immediately from 
one church to the other if the intention is to sever one's 
relation with the former church. Large communicant lists 
are too often padded with people who are attempting to 
divide themselves between two churches. Transfers are had 
by writing and requesting to be transferred from one 
church to the other, giving names and addresses of those 
who desire to be transferred.

"The Vestry of St. Mark's Episcopal Church wish to 
record officially the regard of the people of St. Mark's 
for the Rev. John B. Laird, D.D., whose resignation as ~ 
Pastor of the Frankford Presbyterian Church after 51 
years of faithful and outstanding ministry has just been 
announced. ; | 

"Dr. Laird, besides being Paster of a strong and in- - | 
fluential church, has lent himself to every community — 
effort designed to promote the welfare of the people of 
Frankford. He was. instrumental in bringing the first | 
Carnegie Library in Philadelphia to Frankford. He has 
officiated at the dedication of every school building 


and many of the Churches in Frankford. Always close to 
his heart has been the building of an adequate hospital 
in Frankford as the expression of the concern of 
Christians for the care of the sick and needy. He has 
helped with the Boys' Club and Frankford Day Nursery, 
the Historical Society, the Red Cross, and every com- 
munity interest. He has been a recognized leader in 
many religious and educational institutions of national 
influence. hå 

"Dr. Laird has been helpfully intimate with four 
rectors of St. Mark's during these 51 years. He has been

RECTOR'S NOTE 


St. Mark's made a splendid financial showing for 1946. 
It was one of the finest years financially in the last 
twenty-five years. The General Income Account, which was 
in excess of $30,000, did not account for improvements 
to praperty which cost over $10,000. One healthy note was 
the substantial increase in envelope offerings of $4,000. 
We hope that in 1947 this sum will be increased by a like 
amount. 

This brings us to a most important problem facing the 
Church today. Any Church must have an assured income to 
carry on a program to justify its existence in the com- 
munity, There is no method other than giving through the 
envelopes weekly amounts capable of sustaining an adequate 
budget to meet a progressive pregram. 

In the last two years over $15,000 was invested in 
property repairs and a few improvements. This is only 
the beginning, for the condition of the property on the 
surface may look fair, but underneath there is a deplor- 
able need, This need must be met each year, and we must 
rely en the Penny-A-Meal boxes and organizations for as- 
sistance. 

May I ask three favers of every memb2r? First, give 
faithfully every Sunday; if you can't attend, put it a- 
side før the Sunday you do come.

Our Rector and x42 wife recently received their first 
letter from Mr, Pickens, and after reading it the staff 
of THE LION thought it might be of interest to many mem- 
bers of the Parish, and so it is included herewith. 


Sheng Kung Hui, 
Anking, Antwei, China. 
February 27, 1947 


"A resume of the latest trek of the family seems to be 
in order. We left Washington on December & and got to 
San Francisco on the ]3th, to find out that we sailed on 
the i5th. And we did, after two hectic last-minute days 
at the old gate city. The weather was cone of the lesser 
blessings Guring that first dey, and most people just de- 
cided they would ratner be sick than not. Thereafter all 
was well, at least for the more seaworthy of the ship-side 
brethren. 

"Finally we reached Shanghai and were met by a large part 
of the mission staff. It was a grand home-coming, and 
people were very generous about putting up with us for 
some three weeks while we waited for a ship te take us to 
Anking. This came in late January, and after a rather 
pleasant comfortable trip up the river we landed by the 
old pageda: Most of the staff, and lots of other old 
friends were doym to meet us and tote bags. We paraded 
back to the hospital via the mein drag, led by fire-crackers 
on long poles, and a band! It was vonderful to get that 
first glimpse of the compound! A short walk over familiar 
paths and we were home - home to a new house, barren in 
spots, repaired, cleaned, and heated - also in spots! 

"Since then we have been busy settling into the house, 
the community, and the work, By now the former has more 
furniture, and has taken on a much more comfortable appear- 
ance. With warm weather we expand out into the numerous 
rooms and porches of what is a rather large house, In

1947-48 VESTRY PROGRAM 


1. To establish an Auxiliary Vestry on a sound basis. 

The success of this will depend upon each Vestryman keep- 
ing close to the Auxiliary Vestryman he sponsored and to 
javlude him in more frequent Committee meetings. As soon 
as the Auxiliary Vestry organizes, we should have an early 
Communion with them, followed by a breakfast. 

2. Our objectives toward the care of Church Property 
should include: (all costs approximate) 


(a) Replacement of boiler tubes $900 

(by Painting of Rectory 185 

(c) Making our Parish House kitchen and serving 
rooms adequate and convenient 800 


(d) Making the Parish House Rest Rooms for 
women attractive and adequate (incl. in C) 

(e) Making the Women's Room in the basement 
attractive, well-lighted, and kept in 
continued repair. 

(f) Repairs to Chapel Roof, 500 

) New pavements on street, front and side 500 

(h) Necessary repairs to plumbing, including 
gas and water lines 
l. Four radiators under Church need 


repair 160 

2. Replace old water pipes in boiler 
room å 50 
3. Check valves or radiators in basement 450 
4. Install new return under Church 250 

5. Check and repair all radiators in 
Parish “ouse 250 
6. New gas line 150 
(i) Replace antiquated switchboards in Church 300 
(j) Additional lighting in Parish House 350 


3. Our objectives in improving our facilities: 
(a) Making available one balcony Sunday School 
room that wili permit modern Sunday School 


teaching 250 

(b) New Sunday School equipment, including 
screens, tables, and chairs 125 
(c) Office Furniture: two desks 250 
Chairs and typewriter table 75 


4. More stimulating cooperation bet veen all the Episco- 
pal Churches of the Northeast. If tiought feasible a 
joint meeting of the Rectors and Vestrymen, in the Fall, 
of all the churches of the Northeast even beyond present 
Convocation lines. A short religious service, refresh- 
ments possibly, and a talk on a Vestryman's opportunities 
may be very helpful and might lead tie way to the estab- 
lishment of the much to be desired Convocation of North- 
east Philadelphia. 

5. At least a $2,500 addition to the Endowment Fund. 

6. The building of a Memorial on the Church grounds to 
the seven members of St. Mark's lost in World War II. 

7. Adequate encouragement of our Choir. 

8. More adequate recognition of our Sunday School 
teachers. The future of our Church lepends upon the de- 
velopment of the Sunday School. 

9. The acceptance of opportunities to aid the community 
in all worthwhile activities, and to cooperate with other 
religious groups. ; 

10. To promote financial assistance to the Episcopal 
Hospital, so that this institution can continue to express 
the interest of our Church in the welfare of people. 

11. To promote financial assistance to Church Conval- 
escence Homes, and Homes for Old People, so that we can 
be in a position to supply needed care for our own people 
when needed, 

12. To be ready to help any St. Mark's boy who may want 
to prepare for the Ministry. 

13. To bring all employed personnel directly under the 
care of the Rector. 

14. To stand behind our Rector and our Bishop in all 
their programs to meet the spiritual and material needs 
of the Church as a whole, 

15. To anticipate depression years by withholding out 

of any balance at the end of the year as much as possible 
for this purpose. So as to avoid temptation to use this 
money too soon, it could be set up in a Trust Fund, with 
a Corporate Trustee, and earning interest. It could be 
designated only for the use of salaries of clergy and. 
sexton and heat and light for Church Services, on vote 

of three-fourths of the Vestry, with the provision that 
no more than 50% of the Fund could be used in one year,
